agents and other law enforcement officials.

likely substantially jeopardize an ongoing crinunal investigation and place the personal safety of 
parties involved in the covert investigation, as well as inaocent bystanders, at substantial risk. See 
Washington Post v. Robinson , 935 F.2d 282, 289 (D,G. Cir. 1991). 

Based on the representations in the Government's motion, and this Court's findings- of facts, 
this Court finds that there is a compelling governmental interest in sealing the pleadings, records and 
files in this case and that an extraordmary situation exists which justifies a delay in the public 
docketing of any notice that the Government's motion and this Order have been filed with the 
Criminal Clerk's office imder seal 

Based on the above, it is this /j day of November, 2006, hereby 

ORDERED that this Order, and the attached Government motion to seal the criminal 
Indictment, other criminal information, other pleadings, recordings, proceedings, and files and to 
delay entry on the pubHc docket of the fihng of this motion to seal with exhibits sh^U be filed under 
seal in the Criminal Clerk's office until further order of this Court. 

It is fiirther 

ORDERED that the criminal plea agreements, all proceedings and all pleadings, records and 
files in this case shall be placed under seal by the Criminal Clerk's office xmtil further order of this 
Court. 

It is further 

ORDERED that the Criminal Clerk's office shall not make any entry on the public docket in 
this case of the filing of the Government's motion, the criminal plea agreements, the Government's 
motion to seal and the Order granting such motion, and other pleadings filed under seal in this case 
until fiarther order of this Court. 
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It is further 

ORDERED that the case is unsealed for the limited purpose for the Government to effect the 
forfeiture of the property described therein, that is for the purpose of supplying noticp^ to publish and
